One  of  the  greatest  stars  of  the  Wartburg  stage 
made  her  glorious  exit  last  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
nights,  while  a  new  and  promising  one  just  began  to 
shine  in  the  Players'  production  of  "Elizabeth  the 
Queen." 

It  is  indeed  unfortunate  that  our  players  should 
be  deprived  of  the  talent  of  Judy  Vogel,  senior, 
when  she  finishes  at  the  end  of  this  semester.  How¬ 
ever,  this  week’s  memorable  performance  was  a 
fitting  climax  to  her  long  and  successful  career  on 
the  boards.  At  the  same  time,  one  of  the  most  sen¬ 
sational  male  actors  to  be  seen  here  made  his  debut 
in  "Elizabeth”  as  Lord  Essex.  Herman  Diers,  sopho¬ 
more  has  a  reputation  to  live  up  to,  even  after  only 
one  appearance. 

Performance  Is  Revelation. 

Rarely,  if  indeed  ever,  has  an  audience 
here  seen  emotion  portrayed  to  such  heights  as 
in  the  scenes  where  Judy  and  Diers  brought  to 
life  once  more  the  ill-starred  love  of  two  am¬ 
bitious  and  supremely  human  personalities. 
Their  performance  was  a  revelation  of  what 
amateur  actors  are  capable  of  under  expert  di¬ 
rection. 

It  seems  almost  unfitting,  however,  to  pick  out 
but  two  stars  from  a  large  cast  which  combined  to 
create  the  best  stage  entertainment  seen  here  in 
three  years.  Not  even  last  year’s  "Blithe  Spirit" 
lived  up  to  the  impact  of  Maxwell  Anderson's  master¬ 
fully  written,  masterfully  staged  drama. 

Welsch,  Mueller  Commendable. 

A  few  other  names  stand  out  in  the  long  list 
of  commendable  performances  —  Regina  Welsch 
(Penelope  Gray),  Phil  Mueller  (Sir  Francis  Bacon), 
Duane  Daggett  (Sir  Walter  Raleigh).  Dean  Smith 


(Sir  Robert  Cecil)  and  Ernie  Maulwurf  (Lord  Bur¬ 
leigh). 

Furthermore,  costuming  for  “Elizabeth"  was  the 
best  yet  produced  by  Wartburg  students.  Much  of 
the  credit  here  must  go  to  Fran  Wuebbens,  fresh¬ 
man,  who  put  in  long  hours  finishing  the  gowns  for 
the  Queen  and  her  escorts.  Scenery  followed  a 
long-established  tradition  of  excellence  under  the 
leadership  of  Dean  Smith  and  Eddie  Roleder,  co- 
chairmen  of  the  committee  which  designed  the 
elaborate  layout  for  the  production. 

Judy,  Diers  Most  Memorable. 

And  still,  out  of  all  this  excellence,  Judy's 
and  Diers'  interpretations  stand  out  as  the  most 
memorable  part  of  the  evening.  Never  have 
two  Wartburg  actors  so  completely  lived  their 
parts,  or  so  carried  their  audience  along  that  the 
Queen  could  weep  on  stage  without  seeming  in¬ 
congruous. 

Queen  Elizabeth,  the  haughty,  tender,  stormy 
woman,  will  long  be  remembered  at  Wartburg.  And 
Essex,  honest  and  ambitious,  capable  both  of  un¬ 
questioning  love  and  demanding  fury,  has  established 
a  precedent  of  such  high  caliber  that  his  future 
acting  career  on  this  stage  may  well  be  a  constant 
effort  to  live  up  to  his  first  performance. 

Wartburg  Players  have  truly  come  a  long 
way  since  Raymond  Wilderman  first  took  over 
in  1948.  "Taming  of  the  Shrew"  was  good; 
"Blithe  Spirit"  was  better;  "Elizabeth  the 
Queen"  may  be  a  highpoint  for  years  to  come. 
Whatever  the  cause,  Wilderman  deserves  the 
thanks  of  the  whole  student  body  for  integrating 
his  players  into  a  group  second  to  none  in  col¬ 
leges  our  size.

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Let's  Look  At  Ourselves 

Now  that  the  long-pending  auestion  of  women’s  hours  at 
Wartburg  has  finally  been  settled  to  the  apparent  satisfaction 
of  everyone  concerned,  it  might  be  well  to  examine  some  of 
the  attitudes  that  crystallized  into  the  recent  conflict. 

It  seems  that  two  months  is  a  long  time  in  which  to  settle 
a  question  which,  in  its  essence,  was  quite  simple  and  clear- 
cut.  We  might  ask  ourselves  whether  the  long-drawn-out 
negotiations  between  Student  Senate  and  administration  did 
not  smack  a  little  of  high-handed  stalling.  The  facts  were 
quite  apparent,  so  that  there  really  was  no  reason  to  wait 
so  long  before  acting  upon  them. 

After  all,  in  the  end  the  college  administration  admitted 
that  Student  Senate  had  a  reasonable  complaint,  and  made  the 
expected  adjustment.  Was  that  complaint  more  justified  be¬ 
cause  it  was  tabled  for  eight  weeks?  It  seems  that  much  ill 
feeling  could  have  been  averted  by  giving  the  students  an 
immediate  and  open-minded  hearing  as  soon  as  school  was 
resumed. 

But  the  students  also  have  a  blot  on  their  record  as  a 
consequence  of  the  past  two  months  of  tension.  We,  who 
have  always  clamored  for  increased  responsibility,  who  have 
always  maintained  that  we  are  adults,  lost  faith  in  our  system 
of  government  as  soon  as  we  met  with  some  difficulty. 

The  near-riot  of  two  weeks  ago  was  a  flagrant  example 
of  a  lack  of  sense  of  responsibility.  It  was  an  emotion-laden, 
unjustified  outburst  of  mob  violence,  a  return  to  the  primitive 
law  of  force.  It  will  be  a  long  time  before  we  can  live  that 
down.  One  such  exhibition  can  destroy  years  of  careful  hand¬ 
ling  of  student  questions. 

Let  us  hope  that  in  the  future,  Student  Senate  and 
administration  will  be  able  to  meet  in  an  atmosphere  of  mutual 
trust  and  understanding,  getting  ever  farther  away  from  the 
traditional  antagonistic  attitude.  We  have  a  good  thing  in 
student  government,  but  it  is  up  to  us  to  make  it  live.

Democrats  Still  Groggy 

The  votes  have  been  cast,  and  the  results  are  tallied.  Once  again 
the  free  citizenry  of  a  free  nation  have  given  a  mighty  demonstration 
of  the  basic  strength  of  democracy — a  system  which  dares  to  submit 
its  officers  to  the  test  of  national  approval  or  disapproval.  Whichever 
oarty  mustered  the  voting  power  of  Americans  in  such  numbers  that 
it  may  claim  victory,  the  fact  is  clear  that  the  right  choice  and  the 
power  of  decision  still  rests  with  the  individual  citizen  in  our  great 
nation. 

As  in  every  off-year  election,  the  non-administration  party 
has  made  sizeable  gains  in  terms  of  representation  in  our  national 
legislature.  Whether  the  newly-elected  officials  regard  the  out¬ 
come  of  this  election  as  indication  that  the  trend  toward  socialism 
must  be  slowed  or  stopped,  or  whether  they  merely  believe  that 
the  public  is  disgusted  with  blunders  and  ineptitude  in  the  present 
administration,  will  depend  upon  the  test  of  time  and  party  af¬ 
filiation.  y 

Many  will  assert  that  the  vote  implies  a  widespread  desire  for 
the  stability  and  moderation  which  conservatism  is  generally  supposed 
to  establish.  Isolated  trends  are  reported  from  all  over  the  country, 
but  their  inclusion  in  an  integrated  picture  reveals  many  discrepancies. 
Isolationism  and  internationalism,  conservativism  and  liberalism — all 
have  unerringly  been  indicated  as  future  national  policy  by  the  course 
of  the  election. 

It  was  good  to  see  men  like  Bob  Taft  and  Jim  Duff  and  Wayne 
Morse  returned  to  the  Senate.  Representing  different  views  in  the 
Republican  party,  they  nevertheless  impart  a  well-rounded  outlook 
to  future  GOP  policies.  Dewey  and  Warren  proved  that  they  were 
among  the  most  popular  Republican  vote-getters  by  winning  re-election 
by  large  margins  in  their  home  states. 

The  Democrats  are  still  somewhat  groggy  from  the  one-two 
punch  of  losing  Lucas  of  Illinois  and  Tydings  of  Maryland.  These 
faithful  wheelhorses  were  relegated  to  the  pastures  of  political 
oblivion  by  their  constituents,  merely  for  supporting  the  program 
of  the  Fair  Deal  without  hesitation  or  wavering. 

Probably  the  most  significant  single  factor  in  this  election  was 
the  failure  of  the  bosses  of  organized  labor  to  defeat  the  candidates 
whose  fall  they  had  proclaimed  as  inevitable.  Both  Taft  of  Ohio  and 
Millikin  of  Colorado,  number  one  and  two  targets,  won  re-election 
handily.  This  may  be  premature,  but  it  looks  like  a  good  sign,  when 
labor  ceases  voting  as  a  special  interest  group,  concerned  only  with 
its  own  welfare,  and  casts  its  ballot  as  a  mature,  intelligent  American

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'Communism  Aims  At  Heart  Of  Democracy 
By  Corrupting  Our  College  Youth'  -  Says  Cvetic

“Communism,  the  Imminent 
Threat  to  Our  National  Security” 
was  the  topic  discussed  by  three 
eminent  authorities  on  the  Com¬ 
munist  party  at  the  Waverly  Adult 
Evening  school  forum  in  the  high 
school  auditorium  Thursday  eve¬ 
ning. 

Matt  Cvetic,  nine-year  member 
of  the  Communist  party  in  west¬ 
ern  Pennsylvania,  secret  FBI 
agent;  Dr.  John  Haefner,  coordina¬ 
tor  of  social  studies  at  University 
high  school,  Iowa  City,  and  James 
O.  Babcock,  civil  service  employee 
of  the  American  embassy,  in 
charge  of  internal  affairs  in 
Greece  after  the  last  war,  com¬ 
prised  the  panel. 

They  Use  Every  Means.' 

“For  nine  years  I  watched  the 
Communist  party  use  every  possi¬ 
ble  means,  both  legal  and  illegal, 
to  overthrow  the  government  of 
the  United  States,"  said  Cvetic. 

"Communism,”  he  stated,  "is 
an  international  conspiracy  to 
overthrow  all  of  the  governments 
of  the  world  to  establish  a  world 
dictatorship." 

Here  in  this  country  the  Com¬ 
munists  place  particular  emphasis 
on  winning  over  the  Ameri¬ 
can  youth  and  the  control  of  the 
key  industries  of  iron,  coal  and 
electricity. 

Mind  Is  Important. 

"Communists,"  said  Dr.  Haef¬ 
ner,  "place  the  highest  value  on 
influencing  the  minds  of  young 
men  and  women.  There  is  no  es¬ 
sential  difference  between  the 
tactics  of  a  student  who  is  a  Com¬ 
munist  and  the  Communist  of 
Greece  and  Italy." 

Chief  problem  in  eliminating 
Communists  from  our  educational 
system,  added  this  speaker,  is  the 
protection  of  liberalism  and  aca¬ 
demic  freedom  in  all  anti-Com- 
munist  action. 

Loyalty  Oath  Questionable. 

Forcing  all  educators  to  take  a 
loyalty  oath  is  a  questionable  pro¬ 
cedure,  according  to  Dr.  Haefner, 
for  any  good  Communist  would 
not  hesitate  for  a  split-second  to 
take  an  oath  that  he  is  not  a 
Communist. 

To  combat  Communism  with 
positive  action,  Dr.  Haefner  sug¬ 
gested  that  freedom-loving  people 
everywhere  must  take  the  time 
and  trouble  to  understand  the  real 


practice  of  the  Communist  party 
in  Russia;  that  students,  starting 
with  high  school,  be  taught  the 
facts  concerning  modern  Commu¬ 
nism  and  that  Americans  face 
realistically  t  h  e  imperfections 
which  have  crept  into  the  capital¬ 
ist  system  and  correct  them,  since 
these  faults  are  the  first  target  of 
Communist  anti-capitalistic  prop¬ 
aganda. 

Revolution  A  Way  of  Life. 

“The  Russian  people,"  said  Mr. 
Babcock,  "are  being  taught  to  be¬ 
lieve  not  only  in  revolution  as  a 
way  of  life,  but  to  carry  that  revo¬ 
lution  to  all  the  rest  of  the  world." 

Methods  used  in  European  coun¬ 
tries  by  the  Communists,  said  Mr. 
Babcock,  usually  consist  of  (1) 
importation  of  native  party  lead¬ 
ers  after  a  training  period  in  Mos¬ 
cow;  (2)  general  strikes  and  waves 
of  unrest  through  party  action;  (3) 
an  attempt  to  gain  control  of  the 
ministry  of  the  treasury  and  then 
the  whole  ministry,  and  (4)  or¬ 
ganized  revolt.
